During the past year, Roxbury Community 
College achieved significant milestones in a 
number of areas.

Under the Division of Enrollment 
Management and Student Affairs, we also 
undertook the creation of our new Enrollment 
Center, which is intended to provide a 
welcoming, one-stop customer service 
atmosphere for both new and continuing 
students. 

In May 2006, we held our 2nd Annual Faculty 
Academy. This faculty-driven activity was a 
three-day event, which focused on teaching, 
learning, and technological professional 
development for full and part-time faculty. 

In the area of Allied Health, RCC continues to 
expand its offerings. The Nursing Division 
has expanded with the addition of new 
faculty, staff, and revised curriculum. 

Through our Information Technology 
Division, a state-of-the-art technology 
upgrade, including wireless hardware and 
software, has been planned for all of our 
technology classrooms and labs. 



The Reggie Lewis Track and Athletic Center 
continues to host world-class events, 
including the USA Track and Field Event, the 
Bay State Games, and other notable events. 
The Athletics Department has added soccer, 
which will become a varsity sport in 2007, 
along with men's and women's track. 

Through the diligent efforts of the Roxbury 
Community College Foundation's numerous 
events, donations from generous backers 
have been gratefully received. 

In conclusion, 2006 was a productive year for 
Roxbury Community College. Having 
completed Year Two of our five-year Strategic 
Plan, we find we have accomplished many of 
our goals, though we are aware that there is 
much more work to be done.

The Soccer team performed well in its 
initial season finishing with one win 
against Massachusetts Bay Community 
College, a loss to

Community College - the reining state 
champions. We are looking for continued 
success from the Soccer program as our 
first year Head Coach Garry Lacombe is 
working very hard on the recruiting. 



Learn and Serve Grant 




Roxbury Community College was asked 
to participate in a Campus Compact Grant 
from the Corporation for National and 
Community Service. RCC will participate 
in this grant along with member campuses 
from Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
The RCC proposal involves a pilot course 
to train students to work with young 
woman ages 12-18 at two Boston Center 
for Youth and Families community 
centers. The grant which will provide 
funding over a three year period 
represents a major step in establishing 
service learning as a component of the 
College's curriculum.
